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Death of John McAlpine, Min- 
nesota Lumberman, 
Holds Mystery. 


FAMILY THINKS SUICIDE. 


Duluth, Minn., Aug. 16.—Every effort is be- 
ing made by the police to unravel the mys- 
tery of the death yesterday of John Mo- 
Alpine, the wealthy lumberman who was 
found shot to death in the basement of his 
home in the fashionable Hast , idistrict. 

The police are trying to determine whether 
murder was done. The wound in Mr. Mc- 
Alpines head is about an inch above the ear 
and a littié back. It is not such a wound 
as would ordinarily be caused in suicide, 
declare the police, and the lack of powder 
marks indicates the shot was not fired from 
a point close to the head. 

The developments in the investigation thus 
far have not supported the family theory of 
suicide, according to the police. They can 
find no motive for self-destruction in. Mr. 
McAlpine’s business affairs, his condition of 
health, or his state of mind. 


Facts of Shooting Kept Back. 

The authorities deciare they did not learn 
that a shdoting had occurred until the body 
had been removed from the basement of the 
home. The revolver, a .48 caliber automatic, 
was found under the basement steps, accord- 
ing to the police. 

On the determination of the quéstion of suil- 
cide will rest the payment of $140,000 in ac- 
efdent insurance held by Mr. McAlpine. Pol- 
icles amounting to $65,000 are straight life 
policies and are not contestabie. 

The situation of the basement and furnace 
room in the McAlpine home is such that it 
would have been impossible to shoot Mr. Mc- 
Alpine from the only window, according to 


the police. 
The MoAlpinés have a small dog, and, ac-

RIDER IN LAKE FOREST RACE

A serious accident marred the Lake For- 
est horse show yesterday when Francis 
Jewett Johnsoy, riding Polly Prim in the 
heavyweight pony steeple chase race, was 
thrown over the horse's head to the ground 
and made unconscious. 

The accident was seen by hundreds offfpec- 
tators in the boxes and the grandstand. The 
race was stopped and a crowd from the boxes 
immediately swarmed around the prostrate 
rider. 

After falling Johnson was seen to raise 
himself on one hand and then fall back tothe 
track unconscious. He revived again in a 
few minutes and Dr. Edward Ryerson, who 
happened to be in the crowd, administered 
first ald treatment. The man's shoulder was 
dislocated. 

The injured man was carried to an auto- 
mobile and rushed to the Alice Home hos- 
pital. It was for the benefit of this hos- 
pital the horse show was given. A fund of 
$5,000 was raised for it by the show. 

The accident happened about 4:30 in the 
afternoon, near the close of the day's events.

ver Hazzard Perry and his small fleet had 
conquered the British fleet and won the battle 
of Lake Erie. 
Yesterday afternoon the same message, in 
clear tones, was spoken simultaneously to 
30,000 Chicagoans, seated in grandstands 
along the lake front in Grant] park. The 
message. was conveyed through electrical 
enunciators located at regular intervals of 
space along the stands. 


Surrender Scene Re-Enacted, 
Out in the harbor the Union Jack was 
being lowered on four of the reproduced 


British warships of 100 years ago. Commo- 


dcre Perry's ‘lag, bearing the dying words of 
Lawrence, Don't give up the ship,” was 
raised aloft over the restored Niagara, on the 
after deck of which the scene of the surren- 
der of the British commodore was 

The reproduction of the historical battle 
was staged at the opening of the Perry cen- 
tennial and second annual water carnival

Thirty-eight of the swimmers 
finished the race, which was won by Peary 
McGillivray. 


Many Exhibitions Given 

The race was followed by the scooting ” 
of swift hydroplanes, which churned the wa- 
ter to foam in front of the stands.

CEREMONY LAST SUNDAY. 


Abrupt Ending of Screams Leads to 
Discovery of Body in Flat.

night. Obochna said the woman screamed 

and wept and Grujok came downstairs. 


Groom Leaves in Fear, 

“I'm afraid to sleep up there, Grujok 
said, according to Obochna, and left the 
house. 

The woman continued to scream until 2 
o'clock yesterday morning, when she be- 
came quiet. 

The woman came here three weeks ago,” 
said Obochna. “She said her name was 
Mary Basich. Then a little over @ week ago 
Grujok came. They became friendly at once 
and left the house together Sunday. That 
nicht they came back and said they had 
been married. 

At the inquest @ coroner’s jury returned 
a verdict of suicide while temporarily insane.

A special committee, composed of citizens | 
end county. commissioners, has been wrés- 
tling with this problem for weeks. its report 
has been completed, and will be submitted ” 
the board at its meeting Monday. 

The committee has found, as was 10806 60 
thut it is impossible to finish the new hos- 
pital from the $3,000,000 bond issue, and alse } 
that it is impossible to finish it from current 
funds. It therefore recommends that the | 
two wings of the ‘new hospital now being 
erected be completed and the present capac- 
ity of the old building be retained. 

’ Agree with Contractors. 

This suggestion, the committee announces, 
meets with the approval of John Griffiths & 
Son company, general contractors’ of the 
building, which has agreed to allow $108,534 | 
for the work on the portions of the wings 
which will be omitted. The gounty, how 
ever, under the Griffiths offer must ¢ t for 
all the steel, tile, brick, and other al 
which has been contracted for and manufae- 
tured, and which willyhecome the. — nae 
of the county. 1 

The Griffiths company further es,'’ 
the report says, to extend its contrac ora 
period of time sufficient to secure an addi- 
tional bond issue, and then to finish the omit- 

ted portions of the two pavilions.for $120,000. 
This difference of $11,500 from the. allow- 
ance is to cover the cost of storing steel, 
terra cetta, ornamental iron work, and other 
material which has been fabricated, also the 
expense incident to reorganiz ing the force of 
men working on the building and the re- 
moval of apparatus to and from the build- 
ing. 
The allowance of $108,534 which the Grif- 
fiths company makes, the report continues, 
„would then be used to complete insofar as 
possible the main portion of the new bulid- 
ing, and K is believed that in this way it 
cotild be finished in such a state that would 
make it possible to use for patients to the 
number of 250 or 300.

The committee anndlinces that while the

UNITED PRESBYTERIANS: WIN 
IN CUMBERLAND CHURCH CASE. 


Kansas City Court Upholds Union, En- 
joining Southern Faction from Own- 
ership of Missouri Property. 


Kansas City, Mo., Aug. 16.—The union of 
the Presbyterian church in the United States 
of..America and the Cumberland: Presby- 
terlan churches; effected in 1906, was upheld 
by Judge ‘A. S. Van Vaikenburgh in the 
United States district court here today. 
Members of the Cumberland church were 
forever enjoined from interfering with the 
use by the United church of church eee 
in Missouri. 

Title to all property of the church tn Mis- 
souri is quieted in the resbyterian church 
in the United States of America under the 
decision. The property involved amounts to 
approximately $1,500,000. 

On many small communities in Missouri, 
after the union was effected in 1906, when 
ministers of the united church went to the 
country churches to hold Sunday services 
they found the Cumerland churches pad- 
locked and committees waiting to toll them 
that they could not- hold services. The 
United church, officials soon ured. ed these 
tactics and liptituted suit.

Seventeen Western Lines Appeal 
to Postmaster General. 


RESULT or PARCEL POST, 


Assert ed Hus ‘Greatly 3 
can Compensation Unfair.

St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 16.—Oficials of seven- 
teen western railroads signed a telegram sent 
today to Postmaster General Burleson urg- 
ing ‘the government to increase the eompen- 
sation of the roads for handling the mail. 

The increase is asked on the ground that 
the volume of mail greatly has incgeased as 
a result of the establishment of the parcel 


post, and will increase further after Aug. 20. 


The telegram was sent as the result of in- 
vestigations conducted by a committee ap- 
‘the railroads. 


Text of the Telegram. 

The telegram says: 

‘The, undersigned are prompted W 
fully to ask you to consider whether the U nit- 
ed States government is really dealing fairly 
with the railroads of the country as to the 


matter of pay in connection with the intro- 


duction and extension of parce! post serv- 
ee. ‘ 
The testimony of the postoffice depart- 
ment before the senate committee on July 
25 showed that the firat three months’. busi- 
nets of the departments after the installation 
of the parce! post hac a gross increase in 
pos tal revenue of 14.54 per cent, of which at 
least 9.16 per cent was attributed to the new 
parcel ‘post business. 

On the basis of this statement, the gav- 
ernment must have collected not less than 
$11,206,500 in revenue from the parcel post 
for the first six-months, beginning Jan. 1. 


Demand Share in Increase. 
this was before any arrangement had 
been made to reimburse the railroads for 
taking care of this new feature of the postal 
sorvice; not one dollar of this big return was 
paid’ to any of them for transporting the 
entire business referred to. 

“To remunerate the transportation com- 
panies for the additional parcel post busi- 
ness trangported_congress provided, begin- 
ning: July 1. a 5 per cent gross incroase in 
their mail pay based upon rates, zones, and 
weight limit in the original act, although 
the additional business transported amount- 


ed te atleast 9. 16 per cent, according to the 
testimony of the postoffice department, or 


nearly double that provided in the allow- 
ance. The extension of the parcel post to 
be inaugurated Aug. 15, when the weight 
limit is to be raised from eleven to twenty 
pounds and mileage increased, is certain 
to result in a vast enlargement of business. 


Foresees Losses in Earnings.

GREENWOOD AVENUE—Enos M. Barton, 
chairman of the board of trustees of the

The handicaps of the market are the con- 
tinued tight money, although a better feel- 
ing undoubtedly is setting in, the quiet 
that always comes in midsummer, and the 
pronounced tendency on the part of investors 
to keep out of the market until fall under 
the belief that better financial as well as gen- 
eral business conditions will prevail follow- 
ing a settlement of the tariff and currency 
bill matters. | 

Better Loan Feeling. 

While a better feeling prevails in the 
mortgage loan market it is more in the way 
of ‘sentiment than performance, as it is ex- 
ceedingly difficult at the present for a bor- 
rower to secure accommodation, generally 
speaking, at satisfactory terms. It is not 
wide of the mark to say that large loans 
are out of the question, as all the big lend- 
ers, notably the insurance companies, are 
out of the market altogether sd far as new 
engagements are concerned. They have 
their hands full in the meeting the demands 
of their policyholders and consistently are 
turning down the application of the general 
borrower. Other funds whfth also have been 
available in fairly large amounts have prac- 
tically all been withdrawn from the market, 
it is understood. Of course, if a borrower 
must have money, has gilt edged security, 
and is willing to meet present interest and 
commission rates, he may secure the money 
up to a certain amount, but wherever pos- 
aible he is keeping out of the market. 


Small Loans Activé. 

Small loans and those of moderate size 
are being made right along, but the borrower 
has to shade his requirements and, in addi- 
tion to 6 per cent interest, as a general rule 
has to pay full commission. This has refer- 
ence to building loans particularly, and 
while many building projects are being post- 
poned,there continues to be a surprisingly 
large amount. of building. Thus last week 
there were over 140 permits issued by the 
city building department for buildings to 
cost $1,608,150. They practically were all 
im the outlying districts, and they testify 
in a convincing manner to the strength of 
the outside real estate market. 

The week's market activities were again all 
in the outside field, which continues to be the 
sustaining factor of the market. 

One Notable Deal. : 

One of the most notable of these trans- 
actions was the purchase by George F. Por- 

ter, son of the late H. H. Porter, of the 117x 
108 feet of ground, north front, on the Lake 
Shore drive, just where it turns north. It 
is Mr. Porter's purpose to improve it with 
a big fireproof steel construction apartment 
building.

MINNEAPOLIS PAM 
LOCK NEAR DONE 


Will Lift Vessels 35 Feet at 
Head of Navigation on 
Mississippi River. 


OWNED BY GOVERNMENT. 


Twin Cities and University May 
Rent It for Generation of. 
Electric Power. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Aug. 16.—[Special.J]— 
The great lock of the government high dam 
across the Mississippi near the Soldiers’ 
home will be completed within a few dars. 
When finished and its huge 150 ton steel doors 
are swung into place, it will be not only the 
largest water lock of the northwest, but with 
one or two exceptions the largest in the coun- 
try, one having a water lift greater than that 
of any single lock of the Panama canal. 

The latter's locks have each a lift of twen- 
ty-eight feet, while the Minneapolis lock, 
filled and ready for navigation, will lift thir- 
ty-five feet. As it now stands, nearly fin- 
tshed, the lock has cost the government $600, - 


900. 


Much work is yet to be done before the dam 
fs completed, and until that time, probably 
January, 1915, the huge lock, with its gray 
concrete walls fifty feet high, eighty feet be- 
tween perpendiculars, and 350 feet long, will 
stand idle. | 

About fifty feet of cofferdam has been con- 
structed on the Minnehaha side of the stream, 
and about thirty-five feet on the further side, 
but there still remains quite a gap to span in 
the center of the river, and many thousand 
yards of concrete must be poured before the 
big dam that is to convert that section of the 
Mississippi into a six mile lake is completed.

Generally, however, it is believed the 
twin cities and the university will hold the 
lease and operate the plant on a rental to the 
government of something like 8 per cent on 
the cost of construction, the latter being esti- 
mated apart from the cost of the dam and 
locks. 

The power plant has four immense draft 
tubes through which the water will rush into 
the turbines generating the electrical current. 
Whether the latter are to be of the vertical or 
horizontal type ia not known, and a matter 
that will rest with the engineers equipping 
the plant. The building for the power plant 
has been so constructed that either type may 
be employed. All machinery and turbines 
necessary to equip the plant will be supplied 
and installed at the expense of the operators. 
Experts are now estimating this cost, and it 
is said the price will not be far from $700,000 
or $800,000. 

The construction of the dam, lock and pow- 
er plant will cost about $1,400,000, not count- 
ing the $700,000 drowned out when the “ No. 
1” dam at the foot of Lake street was aban- 
doned.

The schoolroom is a growing source of 
tuberculosis, according to authorities who 
have been tracing America’s most dreaded 
plague for several years. School teachers 
will come from every state in the union and 
from many of the countries abroad to hear 
the discussions by experta of schoolroom 
health. They will have a direct intereat in the 
discussions, which will show that schoo! 
teachers have been the most available vie- 
tima of white plague. 

The program will consiet of discussions of 
dex and personal hygiene, play and athletics, 
and health and medical inspection. Speakers 
from the United States, Canada, and the 
countries of Europe will tell about the best 
in their schools.

HAT the orchestra founded by the late 
Theodore Thomas should be playing 
tor summertime grand opera in Eng- 
lish at Rav ima park is a consumma- 
tion that has its sentimental and grati- 

fying aspects for those who know the bitter 
Gisappointment which Thomaas suffered as 
a result of his ‘own ambitious plans for opera 
in the vernaculaar, with his orchestra of the 
miu-'80s as the chief musica! factor. For, 
although the billing of the Chicago Symphony 
orchestra informs us that it was founded 
by Theodore Thomas’ in 1891, there was a 
Theodore Thomas orchestra years previous- 
ly. Not such an organization, perhaps, as 
that conductor gaye td Chitagy in 1891, and 
which has since been kept at so high a stand- 
ard by Frederick Stock, but an orchestra, 
nevertheless, that was the superlor of any. 
other in this countrx, with the possible ex- 
ception ot the Boston Symphony, which had 
from its Inception a financial subvention that 
the earlier venture of Thomas never enjoyed. 

It was in 1886-87 that Thomas, with the 
assistance of Mrs. Jeanhete Thurber,’

Grinding and growling in either the trans- 
mission or differential case is not always a 
sign of a lack of lubricant, although the 
sound is a warning to look into the case 


trom which the sounds come to see that the 
lubricant is there. If the gears had pre- 
viously quiet and the supply of grease 


sufficient, it is safe to assume that a bear- 
ing has worn so as to permit the gears to 
mesh too closely and thus cause the noise. 
A growling bevel gear, too, may be caused 
by being out of adjustment and it must be 
remembered that the noise may be produced 
béth from a set of gears whose adjustment 
0 too loose as well as if too tight. There 
is a r point where the gears are 
intended to meet and noise will be produced 
if they are set far away from this point. 


When about to travel in a country whose 
roads are filled with sharp stones the motor- 
ist can save His tires by buying from a tire 
dealer a set of oversize casings that are 
pretty well worn out and using them as 
covers for his good tires.

A halt inch 
block rood should be interposed between 
the plate and the spring, We the plate 
being drawn closer to ring and to 
further tend to prevent the plates and clip 
from slipping. A simpler form, but not as 
effective, is that shown in another figure, 
where two plates are used and any sort of 
bolts and nuts employed to draw the plates 
together, the wood blocks being used as in the 
first case. In the first event thb clips should 
be of a size to match the width of the spring 
leaf, and in the second case the holes should 
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must be exercised in -driving, for the con- 
tinual pounding is severe on the car and 
particularly on the radiator. In this case it 
will be well to drive with the tire reasonably 
soft, thus eliminating some of the shock.

Follow’ the maker’s instruction regarding the 
kind of oll in the transmission. What will do for 
differential gears will not do for planetary gears. 
The gears probably are worn; possibly the bearings 
in the transmission are also badly worn, thus 
allowing the gears to mesh improperly, which 
would produce the noise, Have the transmission 
overhauled and all wear taken out and it probably 
will be remedied.

states Harry B. McClure, assist - 

ant agriculturist in charge of the 
office of farm management, bureau of plant 
industry, United States department of agri- 
culture, in free farmers’ bulletin No. 508, 
Market Hay,“ recently issued by the United 
States department of agriculture. 

Prior to 1870,” continues Mr. McClure, 
“marketing was a simple matter, and was 
carried on in a somewhat haphazard manner. 
Little hay was shipped more than twenty or 
thirty miles. In many instances the pro- 
ducer sold hig product directly to the con- 
sumer, and therawas little need for standard 
grades or bales or for other trade rules 

“The growing of hay for the market has 
now become one of the leading ind 
many parts of the country. It is ted 
that about 22 per cent of the 1908 hay crop, 
or over 15,000,000 tons, was removed from the 
farms. ‘ 

There is a considerable difference in the 
demands of the individual markets in the 
various sections of the country in regard to 


Sa separate industry, growing and

the size and weight of the bale and the kind 


and grade of hay which brings the beat price. 
Certain practices in baling and marketing 
Cause a loss to the producer, which could be 
avoided if a proper adherence to the require- 
ments of the market te which the hay is 
shipped were observed. 

How to dispose of low grade hay is a vital 
problem with every one who handles this 
class of hay, and every dealer has more or 
less of it; usually more low grade hay than 
any other kind The shippers, receivers, and 
dealers can help much in solving this per- 
plexing problem. The country buyer and 
shipper especially can help materially, and 
should use every fair means in his power to 
lessen the trouble caused by low grade hay. 
The first step in the right direction is for the 
producer to learn the different grades of hay. 
It is just as important for him as itis for the 
city buyer to know the grades. 

s 
Study Market Demands. 

„It hay sells by grade in the country the 
man who has the poorest product. will re- 
ceive less than he does now. At present the 
man who has choice hay receives less than it 
is worth on the market, and part of the prof” 
which the shipper makes on the good hay 
must go to make up for the loss on the poor 
hay. 

“With the present system of buying hay 
there is not enough difference in the price 
paid for the better grades in the country as 


fea in 


compared with the price paid for the lower 
grades, Therefore, if the man who has No. 
2 hay receives within 50 or 75 cents of the 
price of his neighbor's choice hay he is sat- 
isfied and thinks that it is not necessary to 
take the precautions that his neighbor did 
in order to get a slight advance. 

Standard grades of timothy, clover, prat- 
rie hay, straw, mixed hay, and alfalfa have 
been adopted in the most of the important 
markets, and it is of vital importance to the 
producer to know and meet the demands of 
the markets to which he ships. 

The lack of knowledge causes the loss 
of thousands of dollars annually. For ex- 
ample, a press may be used that does not 
make a bale of the right size or weight for a 
given market. In New York City timothy 


¢ hay in large bales sells at a much better 


price than the same grade in small bales, 
while the reverse is true of the southern 
markets. Putting more than one grade of 
hay in the bale is another cause for loss. 
‘This difficulty could be avoided by a study 
ot the rules of the particular market.“ 

The information contained in the bulletin 
was obtained through the investigation of 
fifty of the leading hay markets of the United 
States and by a study of the methods of pro- 
duction in all the more important hay grow- 
ing regiona of the country. The bulletin 
, contains a system of hay grades and a list 
of the principal market centers of the coun- 
try in which the same has been adopted. 
Copies may be secured free by writing to the 
United States department of agriculture.

Mississippi Black Belt.“ 

Chicago. [Forward to the Land Bureau. ]— 
Will you please advise me ae to the section 
of Mississippi which is known as the black 
delt? Please advise me as to the approxi- 
mate price of such land im that locality and 
if potatoes can be grown successfully without 
artificial fertilizer. R. A. C. 

The “black belt“ to which you refer m- 
cludes parts of counties forming the boundary 
between the states of Mississippi and Ala- 
bama, principally in the northeastern part 
of Mississippi and the northwestern part of 
Alabama; for instance, Monroe, Clay, Oktib- 
beha, and Noxubee counties in Misstasippi, 
and Franklin, Marion, Lamar, and Pickens in 
Alabama. 

A federal soil survey-of Noxubee county, 
Mississippi, made in 1910, will give a good iden 
of the section in question Along the line 
of your inquiries it says: 

All land values are increasing. In many 
portions $10 an acre can now be secured for 
land that could have been bought for one- 


fourth to one-half that amount ten years ago. 
In the black land belt landware increasing 
even more rapidly in value, anc large pur- 
chases are being made by residents from 
northern states anxious to engege in general 
farming, with alfalfa as the Important crop. 

“In considering the changes needed to in- 
crease the agricultural output of the county, 
the improvement of work stock and the in- 
troduction of better types of farm machinery 
are Important steps. Heavier teams and 
stronger, larger plows are needed before it 
will be possible to turn the heavy black pral- 
rie land to the depth of five or seven inches. 

R 
Local Markets Importing. 

The restoration of humus is also impera- 
tive, amd the drainage of a large proportion 
of the solls is absolutely essential. All these 
improvements will tend to lessen the dam- 
aging effects of seasonal extremes of 
moisture. In the introduction of modern 
implements those adapted to shallow sur- 
face cultivation of the intertillage crops 
should be substituted where practicable for 
the small turning mow at present used for 
every operation. 

“ There ts a scarcity of home grown fruit 
and vegetables. This is not due to a lack of 
soils adapted to their production, for there 
is sufficient diversity of types te produce 
many different fruit and truck crops suited 
te the climate. 

The local markets import many carloads 
of perishable fruits and vegetables from 
other states, and there is opportunity for 
developing profitably these special crops. 
Two crops of Irish potatoes can be grown 
annually on the lighter loams and well 
drained sandy loame of the area. The yields 
ordinarily range from 75 to 150 bushels per 
acre for the first crop; the second crop sel- 
dom exceeds 100 bushels. 


“ Sweet potatoes, particularly the Bunch 
yam, pumpkin yam, and Dooley yam, do 
well, yielding from 150 to 250 bushels per acre 
and occasionally much more. Whenever ob- 
served, such vegetables as cabbage, kale, 
spinach, cauliflower, rutabaga, peppers, col- 
lards, snap beans, lima beans, English peas, 
radishes, turnips, tomatoes, lettuce, water- 
melons, cantaloupes, and parsnips seemed 
well adapted to the lighter sandy soils, and 
the heavier clay soils when rendered floccu- 
lent by liming and the plentiful use of barn- 
yard manures, also produce vegetables of 
good quality.“ 

For information as to whether the use of 
fertilizers is necessary in the growing of po- 
tatoes in that section you might write to the 


_ 
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jeopardized by the quality and quan- 

tity of food. Damaged foods, such 

as moldy grains, old musty’ beef 

scraps, decayed vegetable matter, 
tainted meat, green cut bones, and improp- 
erly cured alfalfa are the common causes 
of a large pércentage of the diseases affect- 
ing poultry. 

Too much care cannot be exercised in 
purchasing the various grain foods and the 
saving of a few cents on the bushel should 
offer no inducement to the poultry raiser 
to buy the cheaper grades. It pays to buy 
the best and even then a careful inspection 
should be made to ascertain that the quality 
is what it should be and what it has been 
represented to be. Often feed dealers, 
Aware of the fact the grains are to be fed 
to chickens, will not be particular about 
sending the best, even though the price 
was paid, thinking, no doubt, that anything 
is good enough for chickens. 

I have had some costly experience along 
this line and know what I am talking about. 
The best plan is to visit the dealer, examine 


Ta health of a flock of fowls is often 


the feed personally, secure a sample, and 
) upon delivery make sure the grain received 


is up to the standard of the sample. 

Grain which has been water soaked and 
then permitted to dry is unfit for poultry 
food, and in most cases it can easily be de- 
tected by the musty odor. Such grains are 
often sold by feed dealers as poultry feed, 
some of which is nothing more or less than 
the salvage from some elevator fire. Grain 
thus damaged cannot be sold for milling 
purposes and is therefor palmed off on the 
poor helpless hen, which is supposed not to 
have much of a taste, and is able to subsist 
and do well on almost any old thing. That 
at least is the theory of many of the grain 
dealers and in many cases the every day 
man who has not had any experience in 
poultry raising. 

* * 
Danger in Heavy Feeding. 

Poultry, both fowls and chicks, must have» 
a vartety of wholesome, palatable, and nour- 
ishing food, and unless the food given con- 
tains these qualifications, the birds will not do 
weil—the hens will not lay, the chicks win 
net grow, and the hospital is apt to become 
crow ded. 

During the summer months be careful about 
feeding sprouted oats, for oats sprouted in 
boxes during hot weather are apt to be moldy, 
in which condition they are dangerous to 
feed, causing indigestion, sour crop, diarrhea 
or other bowel trouble. a 

@pecial attention should be given to the 
animal matter fed to the fowls. Ground 
meat or green cut bone should not be permit- 
ted to stand around m warm weather, both 
ot these should be ground and fed fresh each 
day. If this cannot be done, I would advise 
feeding the dry beef scraps sold by poultry 
supply dealers, but even these must be of a 
high grade and properly prepared. Always 
place the beef scrap hoppers ina shady place,’ 
as the scraps are liable to be effected by ex- 
posing to the hot summer sum. 

Do not feed the stock too heavy; over 
feeding causes the majority of cases of indi- 
gestion, bowel trouble, diseases of the liver, 


Poultry to be fattened for the market can 
be fed heavily, but don't stuff the layers:

He bought a good bit of this timber about 
fifty-two years ago, as I remember it now— 
you see, I’m 70 years old myself—and paid 
something like $40 to $50 an acre for it. In 
those days timber wasn't so very valuable, 
and I should say that approximately $100.- 
000 worth of walnut trees were cut down and 
converted into fence rails, logs for log build- 
ings, and 80 on. The pioneers were partial 
to walnut because it was easily chopped and 
easy to split. It never rotted, either, + 
that was a big factor in those times.

“William has worked hard all his life.“ 
declared Mre.

Of course, he'll never be 
content with sitting kfle—he'll just have to 
putter about the farm and see that things 
are going along smoothly—but he's certainly 
entitled to rock and I want him to do it.“ 

In one grove of the Current homestead 
may be found a lot of sugar timber.

Goshen Firm Successful Bidders. 

The lumber firm of Sanders & HEigbert, 
Goshen, Ind., were the successful bidders 
for the timber. Their bid for the walnut and 
u hite oak alone was $87,426. 

“On this tract,” said Mr. Egbert, “ there 
are 700,000 feet of black walnut, 1,500,000 feet 
of white oak, 350,000 feet of white ash, and 
about 1,000,000 feet of elm, maple, and bass 
wood. It was a cash transaction. 

“ Were I talking on that feature from a 
lumberman’s standpoint I would dwell upon 
the fact that it is the largest tract of walnut 
ever known in this country in one body. It 
not only is the largest, but it is the most 
valuable. The next known largest tract in 
volume was in Wabash county, Indiana, and 
it sold for $55,000, but that Included land 
worth $20,000. It is three miles long from 
the extreme western to the extreme eastern 
point. 

There are 1,100 walnut trees on the tract, 
1,200 white oak, and 6,000 scattering. We 
will commence clearing this fall, and it will 
take us approximately five years to remove 
the timber that belongs to us. 


This walnut is of such exceptionally high 
grade that it will be sent to Europe in the 
log. We export a lot of it in the log to Ger- 
many. A good deal of that timber is from 
350 to 500 years old.

The/littie swimmer of international promi- 
nence covered the distance, from a point in 
the lake off Harrison street to the Wells 
street bridge, a distance of about two miles, 
in 46:54 3-5. Michael McDermott of the I. 
A. C. was second, about 100 yards behind Me- 
Gillivray, and A. C. Raithel, also of the tri- 
color club, was third, fifty yards back of Mc- 
Dermott. 

The annual classic attracted a fleld of fifty- 
five starters, and of this number thirty-eight 
finished. The contestants who did not fin- 
ish retired from the race after they were 
hopelessly beaten and no accidents occurred 
to any of the competitors. The temperature 
of the water was to the liking ofall the swim- 
mers and none complained of cramps after 
the race, 


Thousands Watch Race. 

The fleld was; sent away from a scow 
anchored in front of the grandstand. The 
entire course was lined with persons and 
the bridges over the river were taxed to 
capacity by persons who wanted to get a 
glimpse of the race. McGillivray was given 


water under the bridges and as he crossed 
the finish line whistles and horns were blown 
as a final reward for his effort. 

McGillivray easily was the class of the 
field and his victory now stamps him as one 
of the leading long distance swimmers in 
the country. He is without an equal in the 
west, as has been shown by his victories in 
the swim from the Lake View crib to Wilson 
beach and in the Milwaukee marathon. He 
won the Central and National A. A. U. 
championships indoors in the sprint races 
and he also was a member of the American 
Olympic team which competed jn the world's 
games at Stockholm, Sweden. 


McGillivray Pulls Away. 

After the starters had been lined up on the 
scow to pose for moving pictures the field 
was sent away to a good start by Roy Davis 
of the athletic committee of the Illinois A. C. 
No sooner had the swimmers struck the wa- 
ter than McGillivfay by use of a crawl stroke 
started td pull away from his opponents.

When 
Barry was at the top of his form he jour- 
neyed to England for a battle with the best!

“ Philadelphia Jack O’Brien, whoseeop- 
rect name is Joseph Hagan, once was con- 
sidered as having as good a claim to the: 
middleweight title as any of the others. So 
good was the Quaker City Irishman that he 
went out of his class and fought heavy- 
weights with considerable success. O’Brien 
was a wizard at cleverness, and though he 
wasn't a hitter, he carried enough steam to 
do much damage.

NE of the features of summer life 
is the week end house party which 
enables people to see each other in 
an informal way impossible at 

other seasons of the year. In England 
this forom of entertaining is a real in- 
stitution. Houses are designed for it; 
servants are trained fcr it; the family life 
is adjusted to it. People move in rapidly 
assembling and dissolving groups from one 
country house to another. The tips to the 
various butlers, valets, footmen, and 
maids are a large item in the summer ex- 
penses, while many servants (according 
to report) pay for the privilege of work- 
ing in big houses where a stream of 
guests coming and going means a like tor- 
rent of tips. : . 

Andrew Carnegie’s rule in this matter 
does not prevail in many other great es 
tablishments. In each of the guest rooms 
in his Scotch castle, Skibo, is a printed 
notice on the dressing table (that inevita- 
ble adjunct of a British bedroom) stating 
that Mr. Carnegie begs that his house 
guests will refrain from tipping any of 
the domestics, as he himself has provided 
for that additional pay for any addi- 
tional work. To arrange this satisfac 
torily to all concernéd Mr. Carnegie called 
all his household staff together, from the 
heed butler to the fifth scullery maid, and 
asked how much their tips averaged « 
season. Having found this out he pro- 
ceeded to promise cach one that amount 
in addition to the regular wages if he r 
she would promise to accept no money 
from the castle guests. The new order 


of things worked to the utmost satisfac _ 


tion of everybody. Besides this friendly 
warning in regard to tips each guest room 
at Skibo has a printed slip telling when 
the mails come in and go out and at what 
hour meals are served. In a huge estab- 
lishment like this and other English coun- 
try places everything is so systematized 
that one set of guests departs and anoth- 
er takes its place wiphout any commotion

But the recall is not the only tool in the 
hands of the California women. The last 
session of the legislature passed a great num- 
ber of bills which if properly enforced or en- 
forced at all will do a great deal toward oon- 
serving human life, which is the great prin- 
ciple behind women's interest in the ballot, 
whether in California or Maine. One of these 
bills provided for the raising of the age of 
consent to 21, which is the highest of any 
state in the country, with the exception of 
Wyoming, the first suffrage state. 

“This legislature also passed the joint 
: | bill, making the mother joint 
guardian with the father, a bill which is ev- 
erywhere almost the first that enfranchised 
women try to pass. 

But the bill which the women as a whole 
were the most interested in was the so-called 
Iowa injun¢tion and abatement act, prohibit- 
ing segregation. Though they should feel 

proud of the passage of such a bill the 
good it will do is entirely commensurate with 
‘the state of public sentiment, 

“With the exception of the freak bills all 
the foregoing were both drawn up and car- 
ried by women, yet in one instance 
at least a bill emanating from men was car- 
ried through by the efforts of one woman; 
this was the home rule in taxation bill. 
Whether men do or do not believe in the 
‘power of a name,’ I do not know, but cer- 
tain it ise that stupidly named bill, which real- 
ly means simply single tax, was a dead and 
defunct issue at Sacramento until our’ 
Helen Todd came upon the scene of action 
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and by sheer force of personality got those 
tired old senators and representatives so en- 
thusiastic for the measure in those last few 


minutes of play, as it were, that the bill 


passed and now the voters are to vote this 
next fall election whether or not they wish 
single tax tried out in one county of the 
state.

Bartlett's Modern Chateau. 


A mile or so away on the same side of 
the lake A. C. Bartlett’s charming trans- 
lation of a Franco-Italian chateau offers a 
most interesting contrast to the Fairbank 
house, as, while the latter expresses the 
spirit of forty years ago, the former is the 
last word in country house architecture. 

Like the Fairbank abode, it commands 
beautiful views of the lake. Its exterior 
effect is simple, but good. Gray plaster 
walls, sloping tiled roofs, French windows, 
and broad terraces give it a sophisticated, 
up to date air. It is, however, when yor 
enter the interior courtyard by the charm- 
ing entrance gateway that the real exqui- 
site, gayly artistic quality of the place 
bursts on you.

Ter- 
races, steps, baludtrades, a large central 
pool, two fountains, and marble seats are 
all merely a background for tiis riot of 
blossom of every hue. A gay, striped um- 
brella, sheltering a table and seats, gives 
still more color, to all of which the soft 
gray plaster of the surrounding walls is 
an excellent foil. 


The whole is the creation of Frederic 
Bartlett's fancy. His imagination, wide 
knowledge of the world, and natural 
artistic gift have here found perfect ex- 
pression. There are details that are de- 
lightfully whimsical, translations of me- 
disval and archaic painting, sculpture, 
and tapestries. The minutest detail of 
hinges and latches bears the imprint of 
his taste. 


This summer he is occupied with build- 
ing a studio for himself a fifteen minute 
walk away from the house. This is going 
to be a ‘really enchanting bit of architect- 
ure. The design for it shows the influence 
of the modern German school of decora- 
tion and decorative architecture. The 
scenery in Sumurun was a good example 
of this, and Mr. Bartlett’s studio looks 
like a bit from this famous oriental pan- 
tomime. Persia, China, India all lurk in 
its pointed pagoda and its delicately gay 
colors.

MERGER OF THE CHURCHES. 

What appears to be the most decided step 
in the movement for church unity has re- 
cently been taken in Canada where the 
Presbyterian synod has voted overwhelm- 
ingly for union with the Methodists and 
the Congregationalists, the two latter bod- 
les having already taken similar action. This 
is all the more significant because the Pres- 
byterian church in Canada has recently 
shown greater signs of vigor than ever be- 
Several factors have entered into this. 
movement to assure success. One of these 
is the fact that these three churches are not 
subdivided by sétts a they are in the United 
States and elsewhere. Another is that the 
two sects of Presbyterians in Scotland, the 
United. Free church and the Established 
Church of Scotland, have buried their doc- 
trinal differences of centuries and have al- 
ready moved to bury them in union. A third 
reason is the recent settlement of western 
Canada by people who regard lightly the 
historic divisions of the churches. These 
settlers have wisely forestalled their east- 
ern brethren by uniting locally. 

The spirit of unity is also strong among 
the Episcopalians, who are making over- 
tures to those denominations outside their 
own. The Church Unity league has taken 
upon itself to offer the hand of fellowship 
to the non-Eplscopallan churches, in spite 
ot a protest from the eastern bishops. 

In our own country there are not wanting 
signs of willingness for union among denom- 
ina tions hitherto thought too antagunistic 
for such action, and the Protestant Episco- 
pal church maintains a strong propaganda 
for general church union. The old lines of 
cleavage ate gradually being obliterated, and 
it may be that within the experience of those 
now alive we shall see denominational dif- 
ferences practically wiped out and the gen- 
eral plan of brotherhood realized.

SCOTT AND AMUNDSEN. 
The experiences of Amundsen and Scott 


are now being made public through writ- 
ings and lectures. How different the sto 


ries they have to tell! 
Amundsen from little Norway set out 
for the south pole in a specially con- 


structed vessel capable of resisting alike 


the stormis of the tropics and the ice fields 


of the arctic. 


So well equipped was he and so sure 


of his ultimate triumph that before sail- 
ing from Norway he sold to Tus Trisuns 
the right to publish his story of the dis- 
covery of the south pole. 


With him sailed a band of northmen, 


brought up to protect themselves from 
frost and to walk ower the snow on skis 
More rapidly than they walk on solid 
ground, 


He carried 100 Greenland dogs to pull 
The fastest travelers on smooth 


were killed one by one and fed to the 
surviving dogs and the men. 

- Amundsen’s band sailed comfortably 

through 16,000 miles of ocean, crowded 

through the ice fields, landed without ef- 


fort or accident, and lived in comfort 
all winter. 


Even the terrible trip to the south pole 


was without extraordinary effort to these 


men, selected ‘with but one purpose, 
equipped to perfection, and trained from 
childhood in arctic surroundings. 

For several days the party idled with 
magnificent impudence at the end of the 
world and returned, riding comfortably 
on its sledges, with a large margin of 
extra food and of animals to provide 
against contingencies unforeseen by the 
man who had foreseen everything. 

Capt. Scott, an officer of distinction in 
the British navy, the largest navy in 
set forth on his journey in a 
ship which barely rode out an ocean 


storm; unsuited to arctic navigation. it 
was delayed in the ice fields and deliv- 


ered its passengers late in the season, 


already fatigued in mind and body with 
great dangers already encountered. 


Gallant officer, expert seaman, Scott 


had only such.slight knowledge of snow 


travel and arctic living as came from 
one previous trip to the antarctic 

For transportation he took gasoline 
automobiles and Siberian ponies and a 
bare handful of dogs. The automobiles 
were useless in exploration. Some of 
the ponies were drowned in unloading. 
Even the survivors were not of much 
value. Their narrow hoofs sank deep into 
the snow. When they fell into crevasses 
they were too heavy to extricate. They 
could not feed upon each other, were too 
large to be eaten in one meal by the men, 
and too heavy to be dragged on the sledges. 

The Englishmen chafed in the narrow 
confines of the winter camp and wasted 
their energy upon: difficult expeditions 
during the time that the Northmen rested 
and gathered strength. The Englishmen 
even bad to learn dog driving and ski 
running on the very eve of their fatal 
expedition. 

Disappointed in their ship, deprived of 
their equipment, worn out by their win- 
ter work, even the makeup of the ex- 
ploring party appears to have been deter- 
mined by other conditions than natural 
aptitude. - 

To preserve the aristocratic traditions 
of the government, the forlorn hope was 
composed in the main of commissioned 
officers, but in order to appeal to the 
sentiment of the “lower classes” one 
noncommissioned officer was included, and 
an army officer was added that the land 
service might benefit from his participa- 
tion in the discovery of the south pole. 

In the teeth of such circumstances 
Scott and his companions, haggard and 
frost bitten, dragged their sledges to the 
pole on foot, only to perish miserably on 
the return journey. 

In America such a'calamity would have 
been followed by a rigid investigation and 
severe criticism. In England the na tional 
pride forbade, No voice has even dared 
to inquire the reason for the inexplica- 
ble shortage of fuel which the dying offi- 
cer recorded in his last letter.

ON SEEING WHAT WE SEE. 

Observation ought to be a simple process. 
Here are two good eyes. There is the ob- 
ject. Why should seeing things be so diffi- 
cult? 

But it is. 8 the retina and its 
prey all sorts of traps intervene while 
reality escapes. 

It is the mind that chiefly defeate us, 
cheating the usually honest servants nature 
has given us in the senses to report upon 
the world we live in. We never see what 
we see. We are always seeing what we 
think. 

It ought to be easy, for instance, to see 
novel objects honestly, freshly. But it isn’t. 
Even there the mischievous mind slips in 
a memory, a convention, a prejudice to di- 
vert and distort the straight rays of reality. 

An amusing illustration of this is given in 
an article in the London Daily Mail, pur- 
porting to describe the American types seen 
on the streets of London during the season of 
“invasion.” This observer, instead of look- 
ing freshly at the invaders, immediately puts 
up a series of conventions between his eyes 
and the fact and produces the following: 


There cannot, however, be much doubt about 
that sharp, ascetic, rather shriveled little woman 
with eyeglasses. She surely must hail from New 
England. And if you see an American girl with a 
buoyant freshness and elasticity of face, figure, 
and movement, you probably will not be far wrong 
in ascribing her to the south. When the freshness 
turns to gau@herie and the elasticity to something 
like a sprawl, the odds are ‘hat you are in the 
presence of Chicago. And when all Is ** correct ” 
and circumspect and subdued to an almost Euro- 
pean neutrality, it is a fairly safe guess that New 
York stands before you. 


Probably the supposed “ ascetic” New 
Englander came from Jackson, Miss., or 
Salina, Kas.; the buoyant “ southerner” 
from Duluth or Eastport, Me.; the gauche 
and sprawling Chicagoan from Boston or 
San Francisco, and the correct and “ cir- 
cumspect ” New Yorker of “ European neu- 
trality from Keokuk, lu., or Peru, Ind. 

That there are certain regional types in 
the great territory of the United States is, of 
course, true, but they are not the conventionp- 
alities adopted from his reading by this ob- 
server, nor are they easy generalities which 
any one may make and rely upon. To dis- 
cover them one needs to clear one's eyes 
from literary conventions, and one needs a 
wider and more acute acquaintance with the 
American scene than most English reveal. 

There was a time when no American book 
was acceptable to English criticism unless 
it resembled Bret Harte, and all American 
life was.in the image of Buffalo Bill and his 
wild west. The complexity ant variety of 
American life are now somewhat more gen- 
erally realized, but the tendency to see us 
through conventions such as this observer 
of the Daily Mail so naively relies upon is 
as yet strong.

Now it is a fact that the physical care of 
the child limps along, lame and halt, while 
the mental care goes by leaps and bounds. 
The reason is a lack of public interest. As 
it is on the shoulders of the teachers that 
the burden falls Miss Denison's suggestion 
should have been tendered the teaching 
rather than the medical profession. 

The plan of the Buffalo meeting is to bring 
all three groups into the field—the teachers, 
the physicians, and the patrons. The best 
effect that can follow such a congress is an 
increase in public interest on the subject of 
school hygiene.

About half the municipal governmental 
expenditures are for the maintenance of 
schools, At least, in Chicago, about half 
the money raised by taxes is spent for school 
maintenance. Outside of this ground is 
bought and buildings are erected from 
money raised by selling bonds. Whether it 
be expenditures out of current funds or dis- 
tributing the burden ove® the future by 
bonding, the school expenditures about 
equal the expenditures for all other pur- 

Ses. 

In addition Miss Denison estimates that 
the people of the United States spend 
$10,000,000 a year in helping out the 
schools. This money is put out for school 
lunches, school playgrounds, open air 
schools, and a thousand activities supple- 
menting work done out of public funds. 

For instance, business men of Columbus, 
Ga., contributed $10,000 for kindergartens. 
A bequest of $120,000 provided Oshkosh 
with a manual training school. Two mil- 
lion dollars was bequeathed to help out the 
Muskegon school. One thousand dollars 
was given to the Racine school library. 
The outdoor schools of Chicago are aided 
by the Elizabeth McCormick Memorial 
fund—and se on through a long list. 

The style was set by Benjamin Franklin, 
who bequeathed $500 as a fund the interest 
on which was to be used to aly out the Bos- 
ton schools, 


—~- 

Any one who reads this book by Miss 
Denison will be astounded to know how 
much is being done; also to know how differ- 
ently it is being done. 

No two communities are doing exactly 
the same thing in exactly the same way. 
This, of course, means that things are being 
wastefully done. 

If there were a standardized method of 
procedure, and every town trying to do 
something for school hygiene would follow 
these standardized methods, a dollar woulj 
go twice as far, 

~~ 

One of the benefits that will follow this 
congress will be a standardization of meth- 
ods. ‘To illustrate: A great many million 
dollars have been expended on ventilation of 
school buildings. This ventilation has been 
all right from the engineering standpoint; 
yet all wrong from the health standpoint, 
because the only sanitary standards for 
ventilation are forty years old. 

A New York woman has given a sum of 
money to be expended in establishing sani- 
tary standards of ventilation, particularly 
for schoola While it will not be possible 
to have a tepes= a3 Seatmem from the com- 
mission created for thts purpose, Winslow, 
Kimball, and perhaps others of the board 
are on the program, and the machinery will 
be set going for a wide publication and ac- 
ceptation of the report when it is issued. 

However, this ig only an illustration, 
Physical examination, control of contagion, 
school nursing; school feeding, open air 
schools, cold room schools—in each of these 
there is urgent need of standardization of 
“method: Gain in this direction is one of the 
results to be expected from this congress. 
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Efficiency is the talk of the day. The 
railroad man wants to knq the efficiency of 
rails, tires, engines, cars—everything. The 
business man will take time from his busi- 
ness to study efficiency in salesmanship or 
in some other department of his business. 
He will employ efficiency engineers and per- 
mit them to come and go as they please 
through his affairs. 

In fact, efficiency makes an impression on 
the impassive mind of the business man 
where’ sickness rafes, disease rates, and 
death rates are impotent. 

It has always seemed to me that the busi- 
ness mind is of the show me type and effi- 
ciency engineering from beginning to end 
is on a show me plan. These other argu- 
ments are not easily reducible to the show 
me basis, and, in consequence, they do not 
lend themselves readily to argument for 
business since business is on a competitive 


basis. 
— 


It is not difficult to prove the loss of effi- 
ciency in school children. Children are 


taught in classes of about forty. Of this 


forty about five are so impossible that the 
teacher sets the pace without regard to 
At the top are about two who are

Hoboken budget exhibit there was a dia- 
gram showing that about 70 cents out of 
each dollar went for teachers’ salaries. 

Therefore, when teachers work at low ef- 
ciency, the taxpayer is hard hit. 

The school teacher does not work at low 
efficiency because she wants to. Her anxiety 
to gét results that are impossible is partly 
responsible for her low efficiency. 

In. fact,, the cause is beyond her direct 
control. She sits at one end of the linecom- 
pelled to mold minds whose incapacity for 
molding at an efficient rate has been de- 
termined by factors at the other end of the 
line. She must mold the clay as it is fur- 
nished her. 

Is there anything she can do?? 


~~ 

These facts are unknown to the commu- 
nity in general. The fathers are too busy 
with their business, and the mothers with 
their homes. Nobody has ever told the 
taxpayer about these wasted millions, 

Nobody can tell him about the waste, 
speaking with as much authority as the 
school teacher. She knows, and the parents 
know she knows. They will listen to her. 

Some way should be found at this school 
hygienic congress to get this movement be- 
fore the people. It is true the National Edu- 
cational association has a school patrons’ 
section and has some committees on the sub- 
ject. But that is a professional society 
and, for that reason, finds the people indis- 
posed to take a personal interest in its pro- 
posals. 

The people feel toward any of its pro- 
posals as they feel toward any proposal of 
the American Medical association. The 
proposal is in line with its duty, and we, the 
people, while appreciative of its efforts, are 
willing to leave the matter to the society— 
to let George do it.“ 

As Mise Denison says, the matter will 
never make a public appeal until it gets away 
from the professional societies; until the to 
be helped rather than the helpers feel it 
their concern. 

~ 

Therefore the wise policy for the con- 
gress to adopt is to arrange to organize ma- 
chinery to have the school patrons take this 
matter in hand. In the presentation of the 
arguments before the congress in the or- 
ganization of the after movement and in fur- 
nishing ammunition to the movement after 
its organization the school teachers’ duty is 
clear, 

— 

At this congress there will be brought ad- 
ditional proof that the cause of the defi- 
ciency is physical. The child is unable to 
learn because of his physica! condition. 

He may have too much thyroid or too 
little, too much or too little of some other 
gland, or bad teeth, or be a mouth breather, 
or a catcher, or a snuffler—any one of these, 
or many other conditions may be responsi- 
ble for his predicament. But here lies the 
cause in three cases out of four. And why 
not? 

> 

We have known for centuries that, in the 
years from 7 to 17 the mind must be looked 
after. Certain exceptional brains will travel 
through those years without control and 
direction, and will acquire power as well as 
training. Those are the exceptions. 

The average brain, left undirected In 
those years, travels toward the penitentiary, 
poorhouse, or into the group of untrained 
labon, These facts are so well established 
that education ig compulsory. 

The changes in the body between 7 and 17 


are as important as those in the mind. If 


it is necessary for the welfare of society 
that this enormous educational machine 
should be supported to train the mind, is it 
logical that the body should be wholly un- 
cared for? If it be argued that that can be 
left to the parent, the home, and the child 
the answer is that education can be left to 
the same agencies. 
— 

When education is left to these groups 
unaided, the percentage of unfit minds in- 
creases, though many minds come out all 
right. Is it not logical to assert that, when 
the physical side is left to the same agencies 
unaided, the percentage of the unfit is in- 

creased, even though a great many come out 
all right. 

Under a better system, is it not probable 
that we shall get, after a while, a better idea 
of what is physically right, just as our pres- 
ent standard of a trained mind is much 
higher than that of half a century ago? 

If the mind and the body are Siamese 
twins and the developed, trained twin is be- 
ing held back by the untrained one, shall we 
bring up the halt one, or shall we lame the 
other one? 

~~ 

There is no use trying to run the halves 
of the machine at different speeds. Educa- 
tion must not go back. 

The child is an egoistic parasite. The 
schools train him out of egoism and some- 
what out of parasitism, Rubbing up against 
other children gives him a chance to find 
himeelf. 

The demand for efficiency is increasing. 
The public schools will find that the burden 
put on them in the future will be much in- 
creased. 

This half of the machine cannot slow 
down. The other half must be speeded up. 
That is not possible when the years 7 to 17 
are not availed of for the perfection of the 
machine. 

The condition to which it can be brought 
by home, parental and individual care will 
not allow of any more speeding up. It is 
like trying to use at speed bal! bearings 
where two-tenths of the balls are imperfect. 
It eannot be done. It is unreasonable to 
think that it can. 

To proceed further on our present lines 
does not commend itself to Yankee horse 
sense.

ORD CHARLES HOPE, who has just 
i won the golf amateur championship of 

France, which was held 1911-1912 by 

Charles Evans of Chicago, is about to 

eail for the United States and Canada 
with the object of playing the ancient and 
honorable game on this side of the Atlantic 
and in the hope of winning new honors. 

He is barely 21 years old and the only broth- 
er of the Marquis of Linlithgow. The latter 
has a little son about a year old, and, failing 
this child, Lord Charles is the next heir to 
the marquisate and to the extensive estates, 
which extend over about 50,000 acres. 

There is something particularly appropri- 
ate in Lord Charles, who is a tall, good look- 
ing young fellow, winning the amateur golf 
championship of France. For the great 
Scotch house of Hope ts of French origin and 
was founded in Scotland by John de Hope, 
who came from France in 1537 to Edinburgh 
in the train of Madeleine de Valois, queen of 
James V. 

His son, Edward de Hope, was one of the 
leading citizene of Edinburgh during the 
reign of Mary Queen of Scots and a commis- 
sioner for the metropolis to parliament in 
1560. His son in turn was Thomas, lord ad- 
vocate of Scotland, and was appointed by 
Charles I. to be his commigsioner to the gen- 
eral assembly in 1643, a position never occu- 
pied before or since by a commoner. It is 
from him that Sir Alexander Hope of Craig- 
hall, County Fife, fifteenth baronet of his 
line, and the Marquis of Linlithgow are de- 
scended.

It u necessary to go back for three cen- 
turies to find any relationship between Lord 


Francis Hope, the former husband of May 


Yohe and heir to his elder brother’s dukedom 
of Newcastle, with Lord Linlithgow and Lord 


Charles Hope. Indeed, Lord Francis is only 


a Hope on the distaff side, his patronymic 
having been Pelham-CUnton unt!l the death 
of his grandmother, Mrs. Henry Hope, when 
he was compelled by the terms of her will to 
assume her name of Hope and her arngorial 
bearings on succeeding to her property. 

The present Lord Linlithgow is the second 
marquis and eighth earlofhislina The first 
earl was the son of that John Hope of Hope- 
toun who lost his life in the shipwreck of the 
frigate Gloucester in 1682 off Yarmouth, 
along with the Earl of Roxburghe and a 
number of other members of the suite of the 
then Duke of York, who was one of the few 
to escape and whose rescue was little short of 
miraculous. The duke, who succeeded to the 
throne three years afterward as King James 
II. was at the time lord high admiral of 
Great Britain. 

The only two other occasions since then of 
the shipwreck of any member of the English 
royal family were, first, that of the liner 
Delhi, on the coast of Morocco, a little over 
two years ago. Among the passengers were 
King George's eldest sister, the princess 
royal, her two daughters, and the late Duke 
of Fife. They were rescued from the waves 
with the utmost difficulty, the princess losing 
all her jewelry. while the duke some weeks 
later succumbed to the exposure and exhaus- 
tion which he had suffered in the shipwreck. 
This wreck was attended by a considerable 
loss of life. 

Then there was King Edward's sallor 
brother, Alfred, Duke of Edinburgh and Co- 


burg, who while commanding the British 


naval forces in the Mediterranean ran his 
flagship, the Sultan, on to a rock near Malta, 
the vessel foundering. In this instance, 
however, no lives were lost. 


There are ben of of the Hope family in 
France and Holland. and one of them, Thom- 
as Hope of Paris, was the former owner of 
the palace in the Faubourg St. Germain, so 
long the home of that Princesse de Sagon, 
née Seilliere, who died as Duchesse de Talley- 
rand, and which is now owned by one of the 
principal art dealers of the French metrop- 
olis. 

Hopetoun, the ancestral home of the Mar- 
quis of Linlithgow, and where Lord Charlies 
Hope was born, has a window for every day 
in the year.

throw is made, but will not overstep it. Now, 
the thrower takes the javelin in the right 
hand and goes back to what we may term 
the commencement of the run, and takes up 
her stand with feet close together and arms 
outstretched. The left leg is then advanced 
and the body sinks back over the bent 
right knee. 

The figure should then be in two beauti- 
fully symmetrical lines, the one slanting 
backward from the extended left foot to the 
point of the chin, the other being the line of 
the javelin and extended arms. In this posi- 
tion the thrower stays for a second, tauten- 
ing the muscles and gathering the nerve 
forces. When it is felt that the powers are 
sufficiently gathered the figure springs up- 
right into active life and the athiete dashes 
forward to the throwing board with a swift, 
light run. The javelin meanwhile is held 
parallel to the ground and level with the 
eyes, the elbow of the throwing arm being 
kept well centered under the hand which 
holds the javelin. 

When the thrower approaches within some 
seven or eight feet of the board the body 
swings round from left to right and sinks 
back over che right knee; simultaneously 
the throwing arm flashes back and the left 
arm ig outflung, a spring is made off the 
right leg, and the Jody reversed from left to 
right. As the right shoulder comes round 
the javelin is hurled. The fingers, being 
cut away as it leaves the hand, impart a 
spinning motion which causes the javelin to 
fiy upon an almost flat trajectory, but with 
the head slightly uptilted until the resist- 
ance of the air is sufficiently decreased to 
allow the tall of the weapon to flick out 
straight when the javelin mounts to a higher 
plane, until it turns head downward and 
comes crashing to earth perhaps 70 ponte per-

There are few eyes that are not subjected to un- 
necessary and detrimental strain. Many women's 
eyes suffer from strain put upon them by doing fancy 
work. Fancy work is useful, since it acts as a seda- 
tive for woman’s nerves after much the same man- 
ner as smoking acts for men. However, it is incum- 
bent upon those who do it to see that the “eyes are 
not strained by doing that which is difficult to see, 

In all work requiring the use of the eyes care 
should be taken to protect the eyes from a glare and 
so to arrange it that the bright light shall fall dir- 
ectly upon the work without shadows. 

To use the eyes in constantly fading light, such as 
in twilight, subjects the eyes to great strain. Read- 
ing while traveling also Strains the eyes. Looking 
at objects which fly by as ce train speeds on is & 
strain, too. 

Puffiness so often seen under the eyes is often due 
to inflammation of the lower lid. To determine wheth- 
er or not this is the aue of puffiness just pull down 
the lower lid and if it looks red and inflamed inside 
it shows that this is the seat of the trouble, The 
best way to remedy the trouble is by mild astring- 
ents used in an eye cup.

Massage Is Beneficial. 

When this puffiness is found measures should be 
taken to restore tone to the relaxed condition of the 
skin. Tannic acid will be found to be useful for this 
twenty grains to an ounce of glycerin. This may be 
applied by means of a brush or a bit of cotton to the 
baggy skin night and morning. 

Another effective means of restoring tonicity to the 
skin is massage. This you can accomplish very easily 
yourself. With the thumb and forefinger of each 
hand take up tiny pinches of the skin and with con- 
siderable pressure bit by bit go over the whole tissue 
under the eyes. This is also good for the dark circles 
under the eyes. Black circles under the eyes are 
oftentimes due to the lack of proper circulation of 
the blood, though when it occurs naturally, as in 
people with dark complexions, it is caused by a cer- 
tain thinness of the skin. 

For the puffiness under the eyes, which ts occa- 
sioned by diseases of the kidneys or liver, overfatigue, 
and so on, and the black circles, one should look to 
the constitutional troubles and be sure that the func- 
tions of the body are properly performed. 

Massage for the eyeballs, too, is very beneficial. 
This should be gently done by means of the forefinger 
or the middle finger of each hand applied to the cor- 
responding eyeball over the closed lids. Begin at the 
‘middie and gently, with a circular motion, pass the 
fingers Outward until the whole eye has received the 
gentle pressure. Little pressure should be exerted on 
the eye, as it tends to flatten it. 
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You should apply the same principles of rest to the 
eye that you use for other parts of the body. If your 
work is close during the day rest your eyes at night 
But if your work has been “far distance” work you 
can read during the evening. 

The general health has everything to do with the 
eye. One reacts upon the other—the eye and the gen- 
eral constitution,

Collar Easily Removed. 

The width of the cape did not permit of 
the new wrap being made without piecing, as 
it measured sixty-four inches from the tip 
of one sleeve to the tip of the other across 
the kimono top, so pieces were added in 
the shape of ten-and a half inches at each 
gide to form the sleeves. Dots were found 
on the pattern to piece at special places for 
different eee so this 22 may be eas- 


e the piecing, 


ily solved even by the novice in dressmaking. 

The length qt the Wrap in the middle of the 
back was 44 inches arid finished 30 inches in 
front, being cut about 17 inches longer, 
which is plaited up into two deep plaits. The 
drapery is easily managed with any good 
pattern, as it is carefully marked. With our 
eape we had to put a small gore about eight 
inches long to the bottom side seams to give 
enough fullness in the skirt of the cape, hut 
carefully pressed, scarcely 
shows. . 

The seams are stitched up on the machine, 
having first been basted, and, as we decided 
not to line the cape, were neatly pinked on 
each edge and pressed flat under a damp 
cloth. The bottom was turned up an inch and 
a quarter alf around and finished with two 


rows of stitching a halt inch apart. 


Instead of joining the collar to the top of the 
cape as the pattern called for we faced the 
neck with a one and one-quarter inch wide 
straight strip of heavy, rose colored silk. 
Great care must be taken not to stretch the 
bias line of the neck or the fit will be ruined.

The lower edge 
was not put into a bend, but was hemmed 
across on wrong side so the stitches did not 
show through the turned in edges. The cuff 
js easily blind stitched to the sleeve and 
caught in several places at the top to hold it 
in place. 

The wrap fastened at the end of the collar 
just above the drapery with a large button 
placed on the left side and a loop of silk 
braid on the other. Another fastening might 


be a fancy ornament or frog of silk, or two 


or three big buttons may be sewed on the 
right side, the real fastening being with 
hooks and eyes. 

My little friend wae so delighted with her 
stylish wrap, which had only cost her 15 
cents for a pattern and 10 cents for a spool of 
sewing silk, the button having been on an 
old fur coat, that several of her friends 
turned old capes en coverings 
for evening.

Quantity of Material Needed. 

Sometimes one can get out the body of & 
wrap, but must buy extra material for col- 
lars and cuffs. For the shawl collar and 
cuffs one will need a yard and a quarter of 
twenty-seven inch material, for the band and 
pointed collar of the last wrap two and one- 


‘fourth yards of eighteen inch material, a 
yard and an eighth of thirty-six inch goods. . 


If the wrap is made new throughout about 
three and three-quarter yards of thirty-six 
inch material will be ample,

Sleeve Opening Complicated. 

In cutting this wrap without a pattern fhe 
only complicated part is the arrangement 
of the sleeve opening. Lining and outsideare 
cut alike, sewed in a narrow seam, turned 
and the rest of the seam blind stitched to- 
gether. The upper point is then plaited to 
leave the rounding edge to form a sort of 
cape effect over the arm opening. 

Start 29 inches from the inside of the 
slash and lay the space between that and 
85 inches into a 4 inch space laying 2 inch 
side plaits, The straight or under edge of 
the slash has 5 inches from the outer eds 
laid into a 4 inch space, making a single aide 
plait an inch deep. The two edges are then 
neatly overcast together to make the arm 
opening 84 inches, across on straight side 
with 20 inches of the upper part for the full- 
ness. 

This leaves about 14 inches beyond the 
plaited edge to form the under side of the 
' front point, the outer side of which falls 24 
inches from the squared top of the wrap, 
When worn these pointe may be knotted 
lodsely in front, the upper edges turning 
back to form revers, or a hook and eye can 
be placed half way down the front edges 
to hold the wrap in place. 

Unless the satin is wide a seam is made up 
the center of the back. The lining may be 
pierced anywhere that it ig convenient.

It will be a little full. as the fullness 
in the top of the seeve was shrunken out, 
but the extra fullness is easily handled as 
the felling proceeds. Turn under the lower 
edge of the lining about an inch above the 
lower edge of the sleeve and baste it over 
the edges of the hems. Then fell it in place.

Nembrandt once painted the likeness of 
Christian Paul Ven Beeresteyn. it bung over 
the mantel of the ancestral hall id the Chateau 
Maurik, near Vecht.  Ohristian Poul was 
burgomaster of Delft for a term of years and 
at the time the painting was originated by 
Rembrandt he seemed to be at the height of 
his career. It was in 1082. The Beerésteyne 
had seen their best days. Grandsons equan- 
dered the fortunes of grandfathers who had 
provided well for them. 

In 1884 the property of the old family was 
sold at public auction. Among the silver aad 
gold and most precious things the appraiser 
had found in the deserted balls of the ancient 
castle a genuine Rembrandt. The good judg- 
ment Christian Paul had shown hearly three 
hundred years before ip selecting the artist 
to paint his likeness meant a fortune to his

He took it to New York 
and exhibited it in the Metropolitan museum. 
Thousands came to see and admire the $75,000 
picture which had found its way to the new 
world.

When a sucker comes in Silver finds out 
what his trouble is. He then holds out his 
hands and says: “ Now, place your hands an 
mine and I will show you that I am a mag- 
netic man“ Hidden in the closet, | get my 
signal.

children of now? Do you realize what it is 
doing for your own child, who some day will 
take his place beside the waste product” in 
the competition of life? 

The tomorrow of a country, no matter how 
powerful it is today, is promising only in com 
parison with the strength of its present out- 
put of citizenship. Just a few years ago peo- 
ple began to realize that the advance of .civ- 
ilized forces depended not alone in the man- 
hood but in the babyhood of a nation. 


One of the first steps taken by the Chieago- 


ans in recognition of the baby was the inaugu- 
ration of a milk commission, an idea born and 
bred in the Woman's club some years 
ago. Its object primarily was the securing of 
clean milk for the babies of the city’s tené- 
ment districts. The milk commission grew, 


but it could not grow as rapidly as its need, 


and there came into existence the bigger 
organization known as the Infant Welfare 
society of Chicago. 
* & 
Keeping the Babies Well. 

The object of the welfare society. was to se- 
cure clean milk for the babies, too, knowing 
that infant good health depended rpon this, 
but it was more. It adopted the old Chinese 
custom of keeping the babies well rather than 
organizing to cure them after they had fallen 
ill. It secured the interest and services of 
physicians of both sexes, of nurses, of club 
women, society women, social workers, busi- 
ness men, professional men, a great list of pub- 
lic spirited citizens, the majority of whom 
gave voluntarily and without thought of re- 
muneration to the movement, which meant the 
moral, physical, and mental health of the 
country. It made its basic lesson cleanliness. 

The first thing it did was to make arrange- 
ments whereby pure milk could be delivered at 
the door of the homes. The milk is certified 
and reduced in price that it may be within 
reach of the purse of the parents of the babies 
who need it. But if a sick baby is in need it 
is not deprived of its need because of its pov- 
erty. The society provides the pure milk. 
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Chicago, and doing it all on voluntary contri- 
butions. Last year it took care of just a few 
less than 3,500 children under 2 years of age, 
kept them in good physical condition or built 
them up into healthy babies, according to their 
requirements. In its section of work it re- 
duced the death rate from the city’s approxi- 
mated 15 per cent to 4.2 per cent. And the 
money on which this was done was given from 
private purses by patriotic citizens. New 
York gives $300,000 yearly to its department 
of child hygiene. 

Is the Infant Welfare society of Chicago 
helping your child in its efforts to stamp out 
disease through education? Its report for last 
year shows that out of the number of babies 
eared for by the society but ninety-one died. 
Even with the meager death reports the city’s 
statistics show that during the same period 
8.451 babies under 2 years of age died in Chi- 
cago, the health department estimating that 
at least 80 per cent had died from pre 
ventable diseases; The statistics of war—a 
veritable slaughter of the innocents. 

After the social workers and the nurses dis- 
cover the families where ignorance or >overty 
or both lead the families into lives of unbe- 
lievable conditions, the Infant Welfare so- 
ciety looks into the case thoroughly, and on 
the same general plan adopted by other or- 
ganizations of a charitable nature. It seeks to 
know the family before it begins its education 


has been looking after 164 babies, the citizens 
of Chicago may come to know the extent of the 
physical effort the nurse puts forth to do well 
her work in the “save the baby” campaign. 
The nurse endeavors to visit the home once 
every week for the bottle fed baby and once 
every fortnight for the breast fed baby. 

From the beginning sanitation is taught. 
One of the first things the visiting mother at 
one of these conferences notes is that every 
bit of a baby put into the basket for weigh- 
ing has its own clean towel upon which it 
sits. This lesson she takes home—home often 
meaning a basement tenement, where the ex- 
tra hours of the mother are spent in sweat- 
shop sewing. | 

Miss Ahrens tells of one case in particular 
in which she and her nurses find particular 
pride. The nurse one day learned of a baby 
living in a basement apartment of three rooms, 
dark, miserable rooms. The family was Ital- 
ian. The mother was young and ignorant. 
She was unable even to read or write in her 
own language. She could not talk English, 
but many of the nurses have taken up the 
study of the languages and speak several 
tongues, that they may be able better to gain 
the confidence of the women they are trying to 
assist. The little Italian mother had not 
heard of the society, but she was most anxious 
to have her baby grow up well and strong. 
The nurse found the conditions in the three 
room basement home deplorable as to filth,

Stations were established throughout 
the city for weekly mothers’ conferences, where 
the mothers might bring their babies for ex- 
amination and there receive instruction from 
physicians and nurses gathered for the sole 
purpose of answering mothers’ questions. It

All on Voluntary Contributions. 
“All of this time the society has worked on, 
- pushing into the districts where its need has 
dioeen great, doing home missioning on an inti: 
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the young women of the auxiliary of the so- 
ciety in Hinsdale recently having given a play 
whereby sufficient money was secured to buy 
fifty of these boxes. Into this box the milk 
goes. It is not a general family ice chest. 

Most of the ice is furnished through THe 
TRIBUNE ice fund, for which the various sta- 
tions clamor as soon as the summer gives signs 
of appearing. The great need of this ice is 
such that, according to Miss Minnie Ahrens, 
the efficient general superintendent of the so- 
ciety’s work, the nurses and stations are be- 
sieged with the question, When is the ice to 
come for my baby’s milk?” long before the 
annual fund is started.

Mother Anxious for Instruction.
